1 . Claims 1-14 and 43-44 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach: a method for reducing repeat voicemail notifications generated 
by a wireless device for an unheard voicemail message that a user of the wireless 
device has previously been notified of, comprising wireless device steps of: storing 
notification information about said voicemail message at said wireless device; receiving 
at said wireless device subsequent voicemail message notification of at least one 
unheard voicemail message following registration o the wireless device with the 
wireless network infrastructure; comparing said subsequently received notification 
information against stored notification information; notifying the user via a voicemail 
notification of at least one new unheard voicemail message only if said subsequent 
notification information differs from said stored notification information; and updating 
said notification information stored at said wireless device if said subsequent notification 
information differs from said stored notification information as substantially disclosed in 
independent claim 1 . These limitations along with any limitations found in claim 1 are 
neither taught nor suggested by the prior art of record.
